Applicant hereby conditionally withdraws Groups I, II, and IV as set forth 
in Figures 1-4, and 6 from prosecution, without prejudice, and requests reconsideration 
of the species election. 
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Applicant believes that the claims identified are consistent with the Examiner's 
request for identification of claims for which the election of Group III (i.e., Figure 5) 
would apply. Applicant asserts that all of the claims are compatible with Group III. 
Applicant expressly reserves the right to file divisional applications directed towards the 
non-elected subject matter.
